The Question of 
Self-Defence 


HE question of defence against continual slander. and worse, 
is occupying Communal thought in increasing degree, and 
rightly so. It is true that slander is no new thing even in Anglo- 
Jewish history. I don’t suppose that suspicion or dislike of Jews 
has ever been wholly absent even from this country since the 
Resettlement. But there is one feature which differentiates the 
present campaign from anything that has gone before. We have 
had anti-Jewish organisations in England ere now. But I do not 
recall any party aspiring to govern the country and hoping to 
reach. that position on what is practically nothing more than 
a programme of fomenting and exploiting anti-Jewish feeling. We 
may belittle this new feature as we will. 
and we ought not to ignore it. 


HERE is no ground for panic. The facts do not warrant it. 
We are far from the day when Britain, the 
Empire peopled with a multitude of races, of 
colours, 


But it is a new feature.

farious creeds and 
will take the suicidal step of committing its destinies to a 
Party whose only policy is the cultivation of racial strife. Political 
instinct and masculine common sense, to Say nothing of the 
traditional quality of fair play, are not likely to desert the 
British people at the instance of a “second-hand Hitler,” and the 
sturdy resistance of the French democracy to Fascism, as demon- 
strated in the recent elections, is an example 


which is not 
likely to be lost on the sister democracy of this land.

all this, it does not follow that we need, or ought to. 
quiescent under the present troubles. For one thing, it is not fair 
to the people of this country. It'is not just and it is not sensible 
that they should be left without an adequate reply to the abomin- 
able charges against the Jews. by whom they are anxi>us to do the 
right thing.

Inaction does not make their task easier for them. 
As British citizens we have a duty to support them, by a recital of 
the truth, in their stand for the immemorial traditions of Br‘tish 
conduct. And that duty goes further still. It is a duty not only to 
the British people but to the principles of liberty and tolerance the 
world over, indeed to civilisation itself, for a victory for intolerance 
in Britain would be a felon blow at humanity as a whole, and the 
day of its advent would be a black one in human history. 


OR, reverting to the immediate Jewish interests, must we over- 
look another important consideration. Although we may scont 

the possibility of Fascism ever establishing itself in the seats of 
Power in this country, it could, even short of such a triumph, effect 
much evil if given a free hand. It could poison the relations 
between Jew and non-Jew, create open hostility on the part of 
non-Jewish sections of the population, and inaugurate a state 
of things inimical to peace and progress in these islands. 
It does not need a Fascist majority at Westminster to carry 
ou6 this miserable programme, and we are called upon, as good 
citizens, no less than in our own interests, to defend ourselves 
to the utmost against it. One sometimes hears it argued that it 
is hopeless to expect ever to eliminate anti-Jewish feeling anvy- 
where. The Jew is “different” in face, as well as in faith, it is 
said, so that the xenophobia innate in most peoples is quite enough 
to turn against him and to give malicious slanderers their chance 
for mischief. In times of war or economic slump they will offer up 
the “ strangers ” in satisfaction of the instinctive yearning for scape- 
goats. And even the honourable desire of Jews to lend a helping 
hand to fellow-Jews in distress abroad will be interpreted as 
evidence of a sort of Jewish International which places Jewish 


interests above all other considerations and even seeks to dominate 
the world. 


Rot must we really resign ourselves fatalistically to such a pros. 

pect? Would Britons, of all peoples, really be amenable to such 
sinister suggestions if they understood that help to oppressed 
foreign Jews was no more than the chivalrous wish of those who 
live in freedom to assist those still existing under the shadow of an 
age-long oppression’? Indeed, would they really think more of 
British Jews if they resolved to enjoy their own liberty and waived 
aside the pleas of their oppressed coreligionists? I doubt it. And 
as forall this vapid talk of placing Jewish interests above the demands 
of citizenship, would Britons be indifferent to the stark truth if it 
were adequately to!d—such a fact, for instance, as that the Jews of 
Europe were arrayed in opposing armies during the Great War, and 
won many bonours in the field? Would any Britons be likely to be 
fooled by talk of a Jewish conspiracy and of Jewish power if they 
were taught the realities of Jewish poverty and misery over wide 
Stretches of Europe, and the impotence of the Jewish people in 
the face of such sufferings? Who, too, will say with absolute con- 
fidence that the xenophobia to which I have referred is something 
-ineradicable in human nature, and will never, never yield to 
education and enlightenment ? 
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OR all these reasons we have to abjure defeatism and fight on. 
That has been the Jewish practice in the past. It failed in 
Germany, under the impact of a set of wholly abnormal conditions. 
out i¢ is not failing everywhere. It may entail a long struggle, but 
we dare not shirk it, allow our case to go by default, and for get that in 
this country, at all events, respect is reserved for those who stand up 
for themselves, and not for the weaklings who run away from their 
enemies and rely on friends to do the fighting for them. What then is 
the position to-day, and what can we do in the way of self-defence ? 
It is a remarkable thing that, at the moment, the most decisive ac!

the far-seeing Editor of THe Jewisn’ Curonicie then described as 
“ wise and sound.” 

In 1919, he was a member of the Middle Eastern Section of the 
British. Delegation to the Peace Conference, and afterwards became 
British official representative on the Permanent Mandates Comuussion 
of the League of Nations. 


The Mosiem Nationalists Are Anti-British 

Mr. Gore gave further advice, that time has already justitied, 
when he said to the Central London Mizrachi Society in June, 1921: 
The Moslem Nationalist Movement is not merely anti-Jewish, it is 
aiso anti-British; and is really anti-Western.” A week later he spoke 
in the House of Commons and stressed the importance of a Zionist 
Palestine as a bridge between Eastern and Western civilisations, He 
also deprecated an exclusively English oftictaldom and pleaded for ~ a 
less efficient Government manned by Palestinan Jews, Christians and 
Moslems, getting them to work together in the same oftice.” 

From 1922-4 and again from November, 1924-9, he was Under- 
Secretary of State for the Colonies and he made a particularly inspiring 
speech at the tenth Anniversary Dinner of the Balfour Declaration in 
1927. What attracted a Gentile lke himself, he said, te assist wherever 
he could the progress of the Zionist movement, was the thought. that 
from those wonderful hills, from that fascinating country, there had 
come the greatest forces in history that had made for the ideal side im 
human natvre. The Zionist movement might produce, not necessarily 
in ._.¢ first generation, or even the second or the third, from the soil otf 
Palestine and from the historic race associated with Palestine, the 
inspiration that would bring healng for the whole of our human 
fomily. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore repeated this idealistic note at a dinner of the 
Anglo-Palestinian Club in 1931. “ Zionism must have its political 
side,” he admitted, “but as he saw it the Zionist movement was 
essentially something which transcended politics and could not be 
interpreted in purely political terms. It must have a body im 
Palestine; it must have a basis, but the essence of it was this—the 
belief that the Jewish people, as a people, still had it in them to 
contribute to the idealism and the culture and knowledge of the world 
as Jews, not as English Jews or German Jews or Polish Jews or 
Sefardim or Ashkenazim, but as Jews.” 

Indeed, in all:his speéehes on the subject. it is the note of early 
Zionist idealiam that Mr. Gore has sounded, and, in agreeing with THE 
Times that “ it is safe to say that none of his predecessors has entered 
the Colonial Office with so profound a first-hand knowledge of its 
problems and personnel,” one hopes that this spirit, so rare in politics, 
will not desert the new Colonial Secretary when he is faced with a 
movement that is (in his own words) “ not merely anti-Jewish, but also 
anti-British, and really anti-Western.” |

Sir Daniel Levy 


Speaker of New South Wales “Commons” 


A LONDON-BORN JEW 


Among the distinguished visitors to London at present is Sic 
Daniel Levy, Speaker of the Legislative Assembly, New South 
Wales, a position which he has held with great distinction for over 
fourteen years (writes a JEWIst CHRONICLE representative.) 

Sit Daniel, who is a bachelor, has come to England with his two 
sisters. In an interview which I have had with him at his hotel, 
be told me that he was born in London but left for Australia when 
he was a child. 

“tL am here,” he explained, “to enquire into the procedure of 
the House of Commons with a view, perhaps, of making some 
suggestions for the improvement of our own Parliamentary pro. 
cedure. We have ninety members, and as you have over six hundred 
there are many points applying to the House of Commons which 
would not apply to our own.” : 

Sir Daniel informed me that he had also been appointed a 
delegate of Sydney University, which has about 3,000 students, to 
the Conference of British Universities which meets in July. We 
then discussed the conditions of Jewry in the Antipodes. 

Any anti-Semitism which existed, he said, was not very pro 
nounced. There was, of course, anti-Semitism, unfortunately, 
everywhere. But, so far as his own experience was concerned, he had 
not seen any considerable exhibition of it. He, personally, had fought 
fourteen elections, and the fact that he was aJew had not in any way 
militated against his success in politics. He had been elected 
Speaker several times, and there had never been any anti-Jewish 
feeling expressed. Sir Daniel Levy, whose predecessor, Judge 
Cohen, was also a Jew, said that Australian Jewry, as a whole, was 
in a healthy religious state, while the various Jewish organisations 
which existed seemed to be flourishing and were full of activity. 
“There is no fear of decadence setting in,” he added confidently. 
The largest Synagogue in Sydney, he told me, numbered over 2,000 
seatholders. There used to be only one, but quite a number of other 
Synagogues had sprung up within the last ten years in Sydney and 
its environs. 

“Il am a Zionist,’ Sit Daniel declared, and speaking of the 
activities of Zionists in Sydney he mentioned Rabbi Levy, the 
newly appointed Minister of the Congregation, who, be said, had 
made a very outspoken pronouncement on Zionism as soon as he 
arrived to take over his duties. 

The activities of young Jewry in Sydney, he explained, were 
carried on at the Maccabean Hall, which is the Communal meetin:z 
place of the various Organisations, Societies, and Clubs. Remark. 
ably good work was being done there by Jewish literary, social, 
philanthropic and athletic bodies. 

Sir Daniel Levy is on the Board of Directors of a large number 
of hospitals in Sydney; he is President of the Public Library, New 
South Wales, and President of the Mitchell Library, which is the 
principal library of Australasia. He has been a Fellow of the 
Senate of the Sydney University for the last 26 years. By profession 
Sir Daniel is a barrister.

Mr. ISAAC MARCUS (Cork) 
Mr. BERNARD SHILLMAN writes: 


The death of Mr. Isaac Marcus, which occurred in Cork recently, is, 
in my opinion, deserving of a valedictory tribute in the columns of 
vour esteemed journal. I calculate that it must have been in the late 
‘eighties or the early ‘nineties ‘that, with the great exodus of Russian 
Jews, Isaac Marcus arrived from Russia to settle in Cork, and from that 
time until his recent stuidden demise he interested himself actively and 
prominently in the affairs of the little Jewish Community in Cork City. 
If the banner of Judaism is still being maintained aloft in that little 
Southern fortress of Jewish communal life, it is in no small measure due 
to the untiring efforts of Isaac Marcus on behalf of the local Synagogue 
and the local Jewish burial ground. He held, at different penods, every 
single honorary office in the (‘ork Hebrew Congregation, and the affairs 
of the Shool were ever uppermost in his thoughts. He was also Chairman 
of the Chevra Kadisha and never absented himself from his duties at the 
cemetery in the sacred task of performing the last rites im the burial of 
a Jew. His charity, especially to Jewish transmigrants, was, having 
regard to his limited means, boundless. His friends never appealed to him 
for help or advice in vain. In addition to being a truly Orthodox Jew, he 
was a man of shrewd judgement and sound counsel. The Community in 
general and. his family in particular, are distinctly the poorer by his 
passing.

Divorced for Having a Jewish Friend 


The German law organ, the Deurscne Jvustiz, 


reeords 
“ane most astounding divorce cases. 


ln a provincial court an “Aryan” 
las obtamed a divorce from his wife merely on the ground that she had 
a Jewish fnend in whom she used to confide her troubles. In Dresden, 
aon “Aryan” has obtained a divorce from his wife on the ground that 
she used to make her purchases-in Jewish shops and ‘that she con- 
sulted a Jewish doctor. 

A German Court hes also ruled that a Jewess, who lived alone, 
and who therefore had the right to employ an “Arvan” servant, had no 
right to send the “Aryan” servant to help her daughter in a small 
restaurant, because the restaurant also supplied tood to her daughter's 
Jewish husband and consequently the “Aryan” servant was indirectly 
working for a Jew, contrary to the Nuremberg laws.

ANTI-SEMITISM GROWING IN ENGLAND 
A Nazi Opinion 


PROPAGANDA UNNECESSARY 


The Fraenkiscue TAGESZerrunG, in thie final article of a series of 
impressions of a tour in England, declares that anti-Semitism is growing 
im England and that but for Jewish influence there would be increased 
understanding for Nazi Germany. 

“This desire for an understanding,” says the article, “finds a 
definite lanit at those points where Jewish influence dominates or 
Jewish capital controls. There, the opposition is stronger than any- 
where—for the reason that the question no longer centres round 
the Jews in Germany and the German Jew-laws, but round the 
position and influence of the Jews in England themselves .... One 
timds across the Channel quite a powerful anti-Semitic tendency 
among the middle and lower classes. This is a point which must not 
be ignored if one seeks for an Anglo-German understanding; for 1t 1s 
clear, and only too understandable, that this anti-Semitism is described 
by the leading Jewish intelligentsia in England, fearful of their 
“«uthoritative position in the Press and ether spheres influencing public 
opinion, as ‘un-British’ and a product of German propaganda. In 
my opinion, we cannot counter this false charge too early, for it 1s 
capable of hampering the development of Anglo-German understand- 
ing. If Germany has any share of ‘blame’ for present-day anti- 
Semitism in England, it lies at most in the fact that people in England, 
after the German revolution, began to subject the réle of Jewry to 
examination and found to their surprise that it holds in its hand, just 
as it did in Germany, all such key-positions as the Press, the cinema, 
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high finance, ete. This ts what British anti-Semitism is attacking. as 
German anti-Seroitism did in rts turn. It will be a question of the tact 
and sagacity of the British Jews in evacuating these positions mn time, 
before a sunilarly bitter feelmg against Jewry as a whole arises in 
England as it did in Germany. 

“ It is to be hoped, in the interests of the Brotish Jews, that they 
recognise national feeling as it actually is and do not flatter themselves 
in the illusion that it is a question of German propaganda which can be 
warded off by a renewed campangn of hate and mertement. It might 
be that such a campaign would bring about among the Britesh people a 
result the opposite of that intended. 

“We must not deceive ourselves on this score. -In England, in 
the near future, there will come up ior treatment not only the Jewish 
question but a whole series of internal questions such as will shake 
British democracy to its foundations. We Germans can do nothing 
else in this matter than avoid even more carefully than before the 
very semblance of interfering in English affairs, while hoping that the 
still tender plant of true Anglo-German fnendship will not suffer in 

this Process, 


BAPTISED JEWS 
Nuremberg Laws Show No Mercy 


Naz) Germany has set itself the task of trying to convince baptised 
Jews that thew’ are’ still Jews, and those who refuse to grasp the 
doctrines of the Nuremberg laws are mven time to refleet mm the 
German prisoris on the new situation ereated for them by Hitler. 

In Pirna, an old man, who was born a Jew and converted to 
Christianity when he was still a child, has been sentenced to Hnprison- 
ment for seven months for employing an “Aryan” servant. The old 
man pleaded that he was not a Jew and that he always considered 
himself to be a porous Christian, but the court ruled otherwise. In 
Hamburg, too, a man who long ago left the Jewish creed and adopted 
Christiamty and who strongly argued that he was not a Jew, has been 
sentenced to ior a Veal tor associating with an Aryan 
woman. In Nuremberg, an “Aryan” has been sentenced to hard 
labour for eighteen months for associating with a Jewesas who had 
adopted Christianity, The “Aryan” declared that he did not consider 
the woman to be a Jewess, but the court had another opimeon about 
the matter.

League of Nations Societies 


German Persecution of Jews Condemned 


‘The Juridical and Political Committee of the International Federation 
of League of Nations Societies, which is holding its Twentieth Annual 
Congress at Glasgow, unanimously decided on Wednesday to submit to the 
Congress a resolution drafted by the League of Nations Society of Holland 
about the new German laws concerning the status of Jews. 

The resolution, which was to be debated yesterday at the plenary 
meeting of the Congress, is as follows: 

“Twentieth Plenary Congress, recalling the resolution adopted by the 
19th Plenary Congress in Brussels concerning the situation of Jews in Germany; 
Noting that the measures therein condemned, so far from being cancelled, 
have been strongly aggravated by the two laws adopted at Nuremberg on 
September 15th, 1935, relative (a) to German citizens and (b) to the protection 
of German blood and German honour; Considering that the legislation for 
and the treatment of non-Aryans, as well as, in general, the German Govern- 
ment’s intervention in matters of religion and thought, strike deeply at the 
general'y accepted principles of justice, as expressed for instance in the 
Minorities Treaties, the advantages accruing from which have been claimed and 
accorded on behalf of German Minorities; Considering that such legisiation 
and policy profoundly trouble other States, particularly through conflicts in 
laws pertaining to marriage and through the influx of refugees; Calls to the 
attention of the German Government how seri us an obstacle to any resumption 
of international co-operation that situat on creates, and expresses the hope that 
the forthcoming Assembly of the League will have an opportunity to consider 
the several measures called for by that state of affairs.”’ 

All the speakers with the single exception of the delegate of the 
Ifungarian Society, M. Poka Pivni, supported the proposal. The Hungarian 
representative, M. Poka Pivni, began by declaring that he was not an 
anti-Semite and that, on the contrary, he came from a country which was 
regarded as *'a paradise for Jews.” He was of the opinion, however, that 
it was not fair to adopt a resolution against Germany in the absence of 
aby German representatives. 

Earlier in the proceedings, Senator Henri Nolin, the Belgian President 
of the Congress, had reported that the Germans had refased to be repre- 
sented at the Congress on the ground that the subject of this resolution 
Was an internal matter and should: not be discussed there, 


The British Legion 


At the.Annual Conference of the British Legion at Buxton on 
Moriday, the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha declared that the desire 
for peace was not only the wish of all German ex-Servicemen, ‘“but, above 
ull, of my Fihrer, Adolf Hitler.’’ A resolution was moved deploring 
any. diserumination against ex-Servicemen on the ground of politics, race 
or creed. Speaking on this resolution, a Shoreditch delegate said that 
there had been great difficulty in assuring Jewish members of Legion 
Branches that all was well within the Legion so far as their brothers in 
Germany were concerned. **Next business’’ was moved and carried.

Poland: Przytyk Trial Opens 


Charges Against Anti-Semites and Jews 


ILLEGAL SELF-DEFENCE ACCUSATION 

Intense interest is being shown throughout Poland in the mage 
trial which opened in Radom on Tuesday, of persons charged with 
participation in the Przytyk pogrom last March, when three Jew; 
were killed, some fifty injured, and hundreds of Jewish homes loote 
and wrecked. Of the fifty-six persons on trial, fourteen are Jews, 
There are over five hundred witnesses and the proceedings ara 
expected to last about a month. 

The charge against the Jews is mainly that their actions on the 
occasion of the pogrom partially contributed to the disturbances, 
Two of the Jews are also charged with firing on the crowd, and one 
with shooting down a peasant who died later. One young Jew, 
Jacob Zaide, a well-known Przytyk Zionist, is accused of organising 
an illegal Jewish self-defence corps. The principal Jewish accuséd 
are being tried under Artic!e 225 of the Polish Criminal Code, which 
provides for a maximum penalty of death. The Jews are being 
defended by three Jewish and two non-Jewish lawyers. The 
authorities, fearing possible disorder, have drafted police reinforce- 
ments into the town, 


The trial of fifty-five Endeks accused of organising an anti-Jewi.) 
riot in Zagurow and of other acts of terrorism has ended in the acquittal! 
of two of the ringleaders. The remaining terrorists received mild 
sentences not exceeding ten months’ imprisonment, 

Although mass attacks on Jews have ceased, over fifty individua! 
Jews were attacked and beaten in Warsaw and several other places 
during last week. During a single day, fourteen Jews were attacked ani 
beaten in various streets of Warsaw alone. Near Przytyk, a Jew name! 
Bojmeil was stabbed by hooligans. In Sosenki, near Siedlec, a Jew named 
Kuropatwa, who came to the assistance of another Jew attacked by an! 
Semites last week, was himself attacked and wounded 80 seriously ta! 
he died a few hours later of his injuries, 

A bomb was thrown into the main Synagogue in Ger, near Warsaw, 
when some 5,000 Jews were gathered there for prayer. No one was 
injured. In Stare Milosno, near Warsaw, anti-Semitic bomb throwers 
wrecked a Jewish bakery, seriously injuring the proprietor and his wife.

Mr. Albert Lisbona Honoured 
FORTY YEARS OF COMMUNAL WORK 


Mr. Albert Lisbona, after a life-time’s service in the Jewish Com- 
munity of Manchester and Salford, has left the district to-live in 
London. A complimentary farewell luncheon was given in his honour 
last week at the Midland Hotel by friends and members of the 
Executive and Board of Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Con- 
gregation. 

Mr. R. Barrow-Sicree, who presided, referred to Mr. Lisbona’s long 


association not only with the Congregation, in which he had held the | 


highest Executive positions, but with plulanthropic institutions. 
They regretted deeply Mr. Lisbona’s decision to leave Manchester, 
where he had so many friends, but they hoped that he would be 
happy in his new home in London. 

Mr. J. Hamwee proposed the toast of the “Guest of Honour”’-— 
Mr. Lisbona. Mr. A. Sereno, Mr. A. Cansino and the Rev. A. da 8.

Mr. Lisbona has spent nearly forty years in communal work in 
Manchester. He first became an officer of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation about 1905, and later became a Vice-President and 
subsequently President. Since 1900, Mr. Lisbona has given service 
to the Jewish Board of Guardians and the Jewish Soup Kitchen. From 
1921 to 1934, he was Hon. Secretary of the Guardians; while in the 
Soup Kitchen he became Hon. Secretary in 1906, and since 1920 he has 
been its President. When the Council of Manchester and Salford 
Jews was first formed, Mr. Lisbona was appointed to represent his 
Congregation; he was soon elected to the Executive Committee, and 
in 1927 he served a term as Vice-President of the Council. Mr. 
Lisbona’s varied work for communal causes has also included seven 
years as a Manager of the Jewish Lads’ Club, where he held a 
gymnastic class twice a week and acted as Instructor.

leas schism and strife as well as wasteful expenditure of public money and 
public effort, but rather as a unified Community working as a single unit for 
nothing but the communal purpose, the interpretation and promotion of 
Jewish life in its truest and best aspects.” The Executive regret that this 
policy has not yet received full acceptance at the hands of the Community 
as a whole, a fact which is evidenced by the failure to dissuade one Con- 
uregation in particular from embarking on a building scheme in a locality 
which already possesses adequate Synagogue accomthodation, Moreover, this 
separatist policy of that Congregation impedes the task of communal unifica- 
tion to which the United Hebrew Congregation have devoted their efforts. The 
Executive will not relinquish their efforts until there is finally established in 
their midst the principle which must ever guide all communal activities 
that the interests of a group unit, Chevra or Congregation must, under all 
conditions, be subservient to the interests and welfare of the Community 
as a whole. It is equally to be regretted that another congregational body 
has thought fit to create a secession by opening out an additional and super- 
fluous cemetery at considerable cost an act which has elicited the 
condemnation of the Anwlo-Jewish public. On the other hand, it is pleasing 
to pay a tribute to the public spirit animating the Honorary Officers of the 
Francis Street Coneregation, as well as of the Louis Street Congregation and 
other Congregations, who had evinced in practical fashion their readiness to 
co-operate with the United Hebrew Congregation in furthering its major 
policy of communal consolidation. 

All members are aware of the crying need for additional clergy to 
etrengthen the spiritual direction of the Community and to re-vitalise its 
moral and cultural activities, particularly from the standpoint of the growing 
youth. A problem of equal gravity is that of providing Hebrew and Religious 
education for the numerous boys and girls who are receiving no suitable train- 
ine or religious instruction... The Executive wish to emphasise that they 
reward it as a primary and indispensable function of the Congregation to cater 
for the proper maintenance of Hebrew Classes. Under the wise leadership 
of the Honorary Officers of the Board of Shechita in recent years, that body 
ia becoming a reservoir of strength to the Community. Mr. A. Friedman, Mr. 
Iienry Freedman and Mr. A. M. Hurwitz. the Honorary Officers of the Board 
of Shechita, have placed the Community m their debt by their zealous and 
able administration of the affaire of the Board. In concluding the Report, 
the Executive desire to assure the members that the prestige and dignity 
of Leeadiea Jewry as a whole have been their constant and unremitting care. 
\n earnest appeal is made to every Jew and Jewess in our Community to 
vive their earnest moral support to the. efforts of the United Hebrew 
Congrevation.

The Foyle Art Gallery is showing until the 26th of this mont) 
an exhibition of the work of Louis Perit from 1918 to 1936.

The next of the series; John Nichols Tom, ‘‘ the Peasant’s Saviour,’’ 
was perhaps the least spiritual and most inflated of all. He had, however, 
some personal connection with Jews, calling himself at one period of his 
life Count Moses R. Rothschild, being ‘in touch with members of the 
London Community, and at one period recuperating his fortunes by 
collecting subscriptions in the East End for the rehef of the Jews of 
Palestine. 

This leads us up to Smyth-Pigett and his “‘Abode of Love,’’ with 
which the volume concludes. Hebraic interest is virtually absent; but 
the book, as a whole, besides being delightful reading, has a real unport- 
ance for the student, as a commentary from a very unusual angle on 
Anglo-Jewish history and on that English interest in Palestine which 
fulfilled itself so splendidly in 1917.

A number of single-act plays on Anglo-Jewish subjects by Mr. H. F. 
Rubinstein have been noted in these columns during the past two or three 
years, as they appeared: “The Deacon and the Jewess,”’ centring on the 
cause célébre of a convert to Judaism at Oxford in 1221; ‘‘Whitehall, 
1656,’ about Menasseh ben Israel and the Re-admission; ‘‘Jew Dyte,’’ 
on the Jew who saved the life of George ITI in 1800; ‘“They Went Forth,” 
showing the Russian background of an Anglo-Jewish family. These Mr. 
Rubinstein has now collected in one volume, with an additional item, 
“‘To the Poets of Australia,’’ which tells the story of one of the author’s 
own family who, in the face of great difficulties, founded the first theatre 
in Australia, over a eentury ago. The plays acquire a definite coherence 
when read consecutively. ‘The author seems to desire to eonvey, by 
historico-dramatic examples, that the Jews have long formed an integral 
part of the background of English life; that they paid—sometimes 
heavily—for the position they now enjoy; that, since attaining it, they 
have deserved it. The fact that three out of these five plays deal with 
members of one family—the author’s—gives additional emphasis to this 
pent. It has been pointed out more than once in these colwnons how

The Book Society has reconunended Durr ror FemMaLe Voices, by 
Sarah Campion (Peter Davies, Ltd., 7s. 6d. net), and the present reviewe 
endorses the recommendation. It is not often, of late, that he has had 
the good fortune to read a novel which, while a serious cotument upon 
current events, is at the same tume diverting (save for the dark shadow 
at the end) almost from cover to cover. The background is Germany, 
before the War, during it and after; the principal characters an English 
girl, torn between an undefined idealism and unexpressed sentiment, «a 
German Liberal professor, broken on the National Socialist rack, and a 
couple of half-Jews—Anna Bernstein, the Professor's wife, essentially 
German in upbringing and inclination, and Paul, a pale internationalist, 
Communist and what-not, ultumately done to death for those sins. 

Not a word of this book ts written in spite——not even the half- 
bantering picture of Hitler, nor the Nazi apologim for temporary. racial! 
insanity. Yet it perhaps shows none the less how the Nazi racial ideas 
are insensibly penetrating. Both Paul and Anna look lke Jews, think 
hke Jews and are thought of as Jews, notwithstanding therr 50 per cent. 
non-Jewish blood. The lovable Paul is made to say to her: ‘“‘You’re 
Jewish, like me. These dull Germans haven't anything to do with us. 
We're here to make the best out of them—but every right-minded Jew 
despises them while he does it." May a humble reviewer beg to imform 
Miss Campion, without heat or malice, that she has got this all wrong’ 
He has never known a half-Jew brought up outside Judaism who has 
considered himself Jewish, and never a Jew of whatever degree of purity 


of blood who has thouglit or spoken im this manner. Has she? 


One may possibly gauge the disturbed state of the world by the flood 
of literature of a semi-prophetic nature which is pouring from the world’s 
presses, just as the lamentable conditions at the beginning of the common 
era and immediately prior thereto gave birth to the apocalypses. In 
HOPELESS—YET THERE Its Hope, by Dr. Arno Clemens Gaebelein 
(Pickering and Inglis), an American surveys the world from China to 
Peru and paints a black picture. Out of the welter, the author sees the 
only hope in the fulfilment of Christian prophecy. Like other missionaries 
he regales his readers with stories of orthodox Jews in the heart of 
Central Europe listening eagerly in their synagogues to the message he 
has to bring them. It would take every grain in the salt mines of 
Wieliczka to provide the condiment that would enable us to swallow such 
yarns, though experience has shown that there are old ladies of both 
sexes credulous enough to believe them. Readers of this stamp will 
doubtless be impressed by Dr. Gacbelein’s teachings which apparently 
have a vogue across the Atlantic.

It is impossible to unagine that any British Government can conceivally 
consider this renunciation of British prestige and authonty in the Near 
Kast at the present time.

ir. Palestine has. with amazing self-restraint, refrained from retaliat: 
and has proved the one stable and lawful element in the country, it 
imperative that His Majesty’s Government should realise and make man:- 
fest that the Jews can rely not only on the protection of life and property 
but on the full support of their legitimate nghts.”’ 


A Mischievous and Misleading Official Communiqué 

Tue Rev. M. L. Peruzweic, Director of the Political Information 
Department of the Zionist Organisation, in the absence of Professor %. 
Brodetsky, delivered the report-on the course of events in Palestine and 
the policy which that course of events had induced the Jewish Agency ') 
formulate. 

Mr. Perizweig said twenty-five Jews had fallen in Eretz Yisrael. as 
martyrs in the Zionist cause; they had fallen as the innocent victims of — 
Arab murderers. Twenty-two Arabs had been killed; they had been 
rioters shot in clashes with the police. No single Arab had been killed by 
Jews; no Jew had attempted to kill Arabs.

It was to be regretted that the official communiq\ic 
on the tragic events of Apnmil 19th, widely published in this country an:

Jew and Arabs. There were no “‘ clashes.”’ Without provocation and 1) 
cold blood Arab hooligans murdered a number of innocent Jewish passer-- 
by on the morning of April 19th in the streets of Jaffa. His Excellency 
the High Commissioner, tn his proclamation at the end of that tragic da). 
left no doubt that what had occurred was an unprovoked and murderou: 
assault by Arabs on Jews. That twelve days elapsed before the Hix!) 
Comnusstoner’s statement was communicated to Parliament, when it wa- 
too late to undo the mischievous effect of the misleading commnunijuc, 
was a fact that could not be passed over without protest. 

The immediate cause of the outbreak, he continued, was a carefully 
orgamsed campaign of incitement based on deliberately invented 
mendacities. The Palestine Administration was taken completely by su: 
prise. He regretted to have to say, but it was his duty to say it. that 
this constituted a serious failure on the part of the Administration. Morc- 
over, what was graver still, the better part of two days elapsed before 
action commensurate with the gravity of the situation was taken. Never- 
theless, he performed an act of the barest justice when he said that «; 
soon as the police received the necessary instructions, they acted wit! 
determination and vigour. He desired to pay a warm tribute, with whic! 
he knew all his colleagues would associate themselves, to the attitude «/ 
the police, under the competent leadership of Colonel Spicer, during «° 
period of very grave difficulty. With the exception of a few Ara! 
policemen, who proved themselves unreliable, all ranks and sections of t!\ 
Palestine Police Force had acted throughout with the greatest intrepidity 
and loyalty. They had done everything that was humanly possible, bot!) 
to prevent outrages and to arrest those guilty of criminal acts. . They 
owed it to them to express their recognition of the value of the contrih':- 
tion which they had made towards an easing of the situation, and it was ° 


matter of sincere regret that in the execution of their duties they |! 
suffered a number of casualties. 


Trouble Fomented by Seifish Agitators 

; As for the Yishuv, he said, it had behaved throughout all the-« 
difficulties with the most magnificent discipline and self-restraint. In tlie 
face of an intolerable provocation they had resisted every attempt ': 
retaliate, It was a special source o gratification to them that t!» 
Government had enrolled some 200 additional Jewish police. The decisio:, 
though belated, was welcome, both as an’ indication of a dévelopment | 
e Government’s pglicy and as a sign of the ‘recognition by the Gover'- 
ment of the importance of the part which Jews must play in the mainten-

What then was the cause of the present troubles? he asked. It wa: 
certainly not economic. The economic status of the ordinary. Arab lw! 
improved out of all recognition since the War. The economic progress 0! 
the country could hardly be paralleled in any part of the world, and th 
wage levels of Arab workers in’ Palestine were from three to five times 
higher than that of corresponding workers in surrounding Arab countries. 
Discontent was to be found only among the survivors of the feudal 


oligarchy of Turkish times. These gentlemen had lost their privileged 
status as the result of the establishment of a British regime, and they 
resented their loss of power over the peasantry. It was the tension created 
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by the outbreak of the Italo-Abyssinian conflict which gave these faction 
icaders their opportumity. They made no secret of their hope that the 
outbreak of a European war in the Eastern Mediterranean would give 
chem the opportunity of securing a fundamental change in the political 


<tatus of Palestine, and they émbarked on a campaign of incitement, in 


which their efforts were clearly supported from outside of Palestine, to 
»repare the Arab peasantry for a change. 

The Government met that campaign, he said, by a policy of con- 
-easions at the expense of the Jewish National Home. The re-affirmation 
{ the undertaking to set up a Legislative Council was followed by an 
mnouncement of legislation to restrict the sale of land which would have 

rrested the development of the Jewish National Home. Those con- 
essions only resulted in whetting the appetites of the Arab faction leaders 
ior more. They had committed ieasanices to a policy whose object was 
the nullification of the Mandate, and they were only encouraged by the 
spparent weakness of the Government. As a last resort, the Government 
offered them the opportunity to send a delegation to London in order that 
they might place their grievances before the Colonial Office and British 
pubhie opumon. 

Nothing was more significant about the disturbances than that they 
i. roke out at the moment when the Arab leaders were discussing the cx m- 
postion of the delegation to London, continued Mr. Perlzweig. Had the 
delegation gone, it was at least possible that they would have been 
persuaded that the British Government and people were determined to 
abide by the Mandate and that the course of -true statesmanship pointed 
to a friendly understanding with the Jewish people. The outbreak of the 
riots destroyed that possibility. In the meantime, it must be pointed out 
that tens of thousands of pounds were being spent. week after week in 
l‘alestine in the maintenance of a political stnke. Where did that money 
come from? In the Arab Press there was evidence that only a few 
hundred pounds had been subscribed in the country itself. Yet, according 
to the figures of the strikers themselves, 17,000 workers had been 
marmmtained for six weeks. 


Mysterious Source of Riot Funds 


‘‘A few days ago,”’ he said, ‘‘ an attempt was mace to call out 1,500 
Arab workers in the port of Haifa by the local Stnke Committee. They 
were promised full pay, to be paid every day in advance. When they 
answered that thetr places might be taken by Jews-or other Arabs they 
were authorised to promise Jewish workers not only full pay, but an 
increase of 50 per cent. if they refused to take the place of strikers. I am 
onstrained to ask again, where does the money come from?! ”’ 


information had been received, said Mr. Perizweig, that the police 
in Palestine that morning had arrested smugglers who were bringing a 
thousand rifles over the Syrian frontier. it was a point which deserved 
consideration and enquiry. Who provided the rifles, who paid for them 
and where did they come from? Only a few days ago British troops in 
southern Palestine found an Arab caravan which was in possession of a 
hundred German rifles. 


Clearly there was room here for quite another kind of enquiry than 
_the one which the Government projected. 


‘* The Administration in Palestine itself,’’ said Mr. Perlzweig, ‘‘ can- 
not be altogther absolved from responsibility for the course which events 
have taken. They have negotiated with a Stnke Committee whose 
avowed intention was to secure the establishment of an Arab National 
Ciovernment. These negotiations, which have continued without inter- 
ruption, have given the Arab Strike Committee a semi-official status. 
What makes the position infinitely worse is that two public officials, the 
President of the Supreme Moslem Council and the Mayor of Jerusalem, 
are members of this subversive Committee. They owe their appointments 
to the Government and continue to draw pay from public funds. Yet the 
Government has refused to take the natural course of dismissing them. 

‘* The Government, having failed to show strength of will,”’ he said, 
‘ has now had to fall back upon the exercise of its power. It 1s to be 
hoped that there will now be no turning back. The Arab faction leaders 
have created a monster which has now become their master. The control 
of Arab political activity is effectively in the hands of terrorists. Tho 
first duty of the Government is to wrest the control of the situation from 
the hands of the terrorists. 

‘* The answer of the Jewish people to the attack upon its rights in 
Palestine,’’ he concluded, ** will take the creative form of a new effort 
to accelerate the pace of Jewish development in Palestine. The conditions 
under which Jews live in Central and Eastern Europe make it imperative 
that there should be no delay. British mterests, as well as the interests 
of the cultivator, can only be benefited by a more rapid development of 
Jewish work in Palestine. It is the good fortune of Palestine that there is 
in it room and opportunity both for Jews and for Arabs. We on our part 
will do everything we can to hasten the day when it will be possible for 
ill interests in Palestine to combine in a united effort for the upbwilding 
of the land which is precious to so many millions of people throughout the 
vorld,”’ 


Education 


Mr. Le Vay-LaAwrence, presenting the Education Report, said that the

—— and 1,458 teachers. Last year the Government contribution to 
Sducation for the whole country totalled £154,000, that was £136,000 to 
Arabs, equal to 83 per cent., £28,000 to Jews, only 17 per cent. The 
population compri 950,000 Arabs, 400,000 Jews, that was 70 per cent. 
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and 30 per cent. respectively. That worked out to Arabs 2s. 10d. and to 
Jews is. 5d. per head of the respective populations. Instead of £28,000 
the Government contnbution should have been £56,000, if based on the 
same scale as the Arabs; consequently the difference had to be made up 
by the Agency. On the basis of Revenue the disproportion of the Govern- 
ment subsidy was still greater, as 57 per cent. was derived from Jews 
who were only 30 per cent. of the population. 

The fifth—Palestine—session was held on Sunday evening and was 
presided over by Mr. Barnett Janner. 

In the absence, through indisposition, of Mr. Sunon Marks, his address 
on Palestine and German Jewry was read by Mr. L. Bakstansky. The 
address covered the whole history of the German persecution and dealt 
exhaustively with the steps taken to assist the persecuted to emigrate. 

In his statement on the Jewish National Fund, Mr. L. ScHen said 
that during the seven months of the current year their income had reached 
£37 ,000—an increase of £5,000 over the corresponding period of last 
year. Their income during the next five months was rather uncertain as 
the scope of their activities was affected as a result of the Appeal for 
German Jewry. The year 5695 had shown the largest income in the 
history of the Fund. Great progress had also been made in other direc- 
tions. Actual land purchase for the past year by the Fund, while larger 
than in 5694, was still very small. Only 17,000 dunams were purchased, 
apart from a further 8,200 dunams which had been acquired during the 
first six months of the current year. Once more the Fund had to have 
recourse to. borrowing in order to increase land purchase. 

During Mr. Schen’s address, Mr. Ben Gurion, Chairman ‘of the 
Palestine Executive, made an unexpected appearance, and was accorded 
a great welcome from the packed audience. 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann followed soon afterwards, and was also greeted 
with applause. 

Mr. Le Vay-Lawrence. delivered an address on the Keren Hayesod.

Dr. Weizmann’s Moving Address 


‘Murder in Cold Blood’’ 


Dr. WerzMann began his address by saying that he wished he could 
bring them more cheerful tidfngs from the National Home: In the midst 
of the troubles which were besetting the Jewish people from every side, 
even in Palestine, which was for all of them and would remain the great 
hope and the great comfort, they were passing to-day through great 
difficulties —difficulties which were not of their making. He believed they 
could honestly say before God and man that they had not contributed 
anything, in the face of great provocation, towards the disturbances of 
the peace. They were, some of them who sat on that platform, in 
Palestine when the trouble began. A peacelul people gomg about their 
peaceful avocations had been suddenly attacked by an incited mob and 
murdered in cold blood. 

He beleved it was true to say that the reason for the outbreak 
was certainly not economic. In sprite of very superficial, and very often 
venomous, Arab propaganda, which usually culminated in accusations 
that the Arabs had been driven off their land, that they were being ousted 
from Palestine and simular statements, it was true to-day. and getting 
every day more true, that perhaps never in the history of Palestine had 
the Arabs been so firmly rooted in the land of Palestine as they were 
now. Far from being ousted, far from being deprived of their legitimate 
patrimony, they had increased in population, in wealth and, as they 
knew, increased mostly in those areas where Jews had been working 
most. The increase of the Arab population ahounted to about 
fifty per cent. in the last twelve years, and this increase fell primarily 
in the coastal areas and in those areas where Jewish colonisation was 
going on intensively. About 20,000 Arabs, he thought, had migrated 
into Palestine from the surrounding countries. 

Those of them who hved in Palestine, he said, watched with anxiety 
the Press——a vernacular Press—which day in and day out preached the 
very things which had- come about now. Perhaps the peculiar inter- 
national situation which had been created lately had brought matters to 
a head. There had been recently a strike in Syna, and every observer 
would agree that the Palestinian stnke was bwilt almost on the same 
pattern as the Syrian one. There had been disturbances of considerable 
dimensions in Egypt, and the disturbances in Egypt also bore the same 
character. The Synan and Egyptian disturbances led up to some results 
which were still hidden from the public. They did not know what these 
negotiations which were at present being carned on in Paris and Cairo 
were going to lead to. But the mutative Arab of Palegtine thought that 
by applying the same methods he might force the Bye Covernment 

| he Mandate for 
Palestine. He thought another factor was contnbutory to this situation. 
The war in Abyssinia shook the Near “ast considerably. The handling 
of the problem by the League of Nations—without expressing an opinion 
on the way the matter had been handled—contnmbuted, he thought, 
towards the lowering of the prestige of forces which made for peace, order 
and good government. It seemed that physical force could achieve results 
swiftly. The League, which was the custodian of the Mandate for 
Palestine, was, he thought, wrongly discredited to-day in the eyes of 
the Near Kastern peoples. And the present Arab demands: the stopping 
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of Jewish immigration; the complete interdiction of the sale of land to 
Jews: and a National Government, meant a definite challenge not only 
to Zionist activity, but to British authority and to the authority of the 
League of Nations. 

The total acreage of the Jewish National Home, of which they were 
so proud, he said, and for which they had worked with so much devotion 
. and to which was pinned so much hope, was 300,000—over 1,200,000 

i: dunams. That formed a very small fraction of Palestine and was mostly soil 
ef rebuilt out of waste, sand and marsh, which was to a considerable degroe 
t soil on which previously there was no population or a population which 
had dwindled away, decimated by malaria and other diseases. And yet 
this niche was begrudged to a people of 16,000,000, whose whole 
past and present were intimately linked up with this little strip of 
territory out of which came a civilisation and a culture which had becom: 
a. heritage of mankind. 


Tt was extremely difficult, said Dr. Weizmann, to indulge in lght- 
headed criticisin of a Government in the head of which, at any rate, they 
had great confidence. They believed firmly that the High Commissioner, 
who in the past four years had honestly helped towards the development 
of the Jewish National Home, was earnestly concerned that this work 
should go on. Whether the methods which he employed now to deal with 
the disturbances were fully m accordance with the temper of the people 
with whom he hac to deal, he was not prepared to Say. He dic hope that, 
for the sake ofl human lives, for the suke of Bnitish prestige and for 
the sake of the possibility of going on with the work, an end would be put 
to these disturbances——and a great many. of the peace-loving Arabs would 
welcome it as much as the Jews.

Appreciation of Britain's. Co-operation 


But, having uttered a word of mild eriticism, he mnght be permitted 
on the other side to say that they all appreciated highly two acts which 
had recently been performed by the Government of Palestine with the 
support of the Government here-—that was the granting of the unmigra- 
tion schedule and the opeming of the jetty in Tel-Aviv, which was the 
bewmnng of an activity for which they had all been hoping. And it would 
be one of the foremost tasks of those whom they had entrusted with 
the conduct of Zionist affairs to see to it that this temporary theasure 
remained a permanent one. (Applause.) Tel-Aviv should develop into 
the port which was required for the development of the Jewish National! 
Home. But along with these two measures, a statement was made by the 

former Secretary of State for the Colomes recently that a Royal Com 
‘ mission avas gomg to be appointed m order to investigate Jewish and 
Arab gnevances. They would view the appomtment of this Conmussion 
ns a result of Arab pressure, and they did not see what there was to 
investigate m Palestrne. They had had Commmessions before. They had 


he had the Shaw Conmmussion and they had had the Hope Simpson Report 
44p4 and they had had the Prime Minister's letter which followed as an inter 
ae 4 pretation to the Shaw Commussion’s report: And he ventured to say 
+ ut that stage that, if all that which was promised m the Prune Minister's 
ite letter had been realised in Palestine, he thought a great many of the 


things which had happened to-day would have been rendered impossible. 
Speaking of the development -of Palestine, Dr. Weizmann declared 
that something was lackimge in the endeavours of the Government to 
support actively the Jewish National Home. In saying that he was not 
unmindfiul-—and no Zionist was forgetful—of the fact that whatever thev 
had mm Palestine they had because of the establishment of law and order 
through the medium of the Bntish Administration. But, at the same 
tune, they ought to remember that unless this Home was actively 
supported and furthered, they and the British would be subjected to 
these .ordeals unnecessanly often. An active Jewish inmigration: an 
active land policy; an active public service policy; a participation of 
Jews in publhe services, was due to them, due to them in accord 
oe ance with the numbers which had made their position, and the position 
Bt. ba ot the Palestine Administration, infinitely easier than it was to-day.

They hag no quarrel with the Arab people, he said. They wished 
them well. They had hved with them in peace, and they intended to 
live with them in peace. They had stretched their hand out repeatedly 
in order to try and find what gnevances there were, if any, and how thev 
could be remedied. They would continue to do so in the hope that the 
Arab people would one day understand them. They had not come 
to Palestine as conquerors and exploiters, but as honest werkers who. 
through the labour of their hands were creating ftoom and a livelihood 
for people who wished to live in peace in their surroundings.

INTENSIVE PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN TO COMMENCE 


The Annval Conference of the Tarbuth was held last Sunday week at 
the Conference Room, Woburn House. Mr. Leon Simon, C.B., presided. 
A special Memorial Service was held before the opening of the Conference 
in memory of the late Mr. Nahum Sokolow. 

Dr. S. Rawidowicz delivered an address on the future artivities of tlic 
Tarbuth. He was sorry to state that the Cultural Department which was 
created at the last Congress had so far done nothiug, because no means 
were provided by the Executive of the Zionist Organisation for the late 
Mr. Sokolow, who stood at the head of this department. ‘' Every Sheke!-_— 
payer,” said Dr, Rawidowicz, *‘ must be a contributor to the Tarbuth, and 
proper machinery must be set up to carry out the Tarbuth work in the 
Diaspora.”

Second Annual Conference 


ATTITUDE TO ZIONIST PARTY POLITICS 
[COMMUNICATED 


The second Annual Conference of the Federation of Ziomsat Youth 
vas held over the week-end at the Rose Hertz Hall. Woburn 
House, London, Over seventy delegates from London and the 
Provinees, representing over sixty affiliated societies, attended. 

At the opening session on Saturday night, the President, Mr. N. 
(joldenberg, delivered an address in Hebrew in which he stressed 
‘he need for renewed Ziomst endeavour in view of the world position of 
the Jewish people. A tribute was paid to the work of the late Dr. 
\l. D. Eder and the late Mr. Nahum Sokolow,. and as a mark of r spect 
‘o ther memories and that of the martyrs in the recent riots in 
Palestine the Conference stood in silence. 

During the course of the Conference. r ports of the progress of the 
movement were given. <As far as co-operation with other bodies was 

neerned, the policy of the Federation remained not to consider any 
cheme of. amalgamatang with other youth organisations, whick would 
involve the swamping of its Zionist identity in a non-Zionist youth 
rganisation. On the other hand it would.continue to press for the 
unification of all Enghah Young Ziomst movements, or if that be unp 
ble, lor as close a degree of co Operation As could be attained. It was 
revealed that new afflilations had been accepted from Laling, Woolwich, 
Devonshire, North-West London Young Zionist Circle, Birmingham, 
edinburgh, Sunderland and also from New South Wales. 

A vast field of educational work has been undertaken in the past 
vear. The pohey of the. movement, to give its members educational 
maternal at a moderate price, has been fulfilled by the production of 
pamphiets on topical Zionist problems and basic principles, and many 
more are yet to be produced, the prices varying from Id. to 3d. There 
has also been a publication in Hebrew, apart from the monthly organ of 
the movement, the YounG Zrontst, which ts the only Anglo-Jewish 
monthly penodical with a regular Hebrew supplement. At the same time 
the offices of tle Federation have acted as ff central! clearing house for 
all Ziomst literature produced in English-speaking countrnes throughout 
the world, and a vast amount of maternal is thus made readily available to 
Anglo-Jewry.

The political future of the movement was discussed at great length at 
the Sunday morning session, and finally the Conference agreed to the 
following formula: 


“ Whereas on the one hand the F.Z.Y. as such should not abandon its 
attitude of neutrality towards Zionist Party matters, on the other there exists 
a real need for an organised general Zionist Youth movement in Great Britain 
and Ireland, as general Zionist members of the F.Z.Y. do not possess the same 
opportunity of carrying out party work as is offered to their Poale-Zion and 
Mizrachi colleagues, by the Young Poale-Zion and the Young Mizrachi 
movements. 

“This Conference is therefore of the opinion that there should be created 
within the present structure of the F.Z.Y. a political department, which will 
undertake general Zionist work in the F.Z.Y. in accordance with the decisions 
of the Annual Conference and Executive Council of the Zionist Federation, 
and which will provide the necessary organisational facilities for general Zionist 
societies and members of the F.Z.Y., whilst preserving its non-party structure. 

“ Where societies or individual members desire affiliation tc, or propaganda 
for other Zionist party organisations, these organisations shall be entitled to 
promote and subsidise similar machinery within the Federation.” 

‘The constitution of the Federation has been altered accordingly and 
it is hoped to put this department in running order very shortly. _ 

On Sunday afternoon the various commissions dealing with Palestine, 
Anglo-Jewry and Young Zionism met, and decided to recommend certain 
resolutions to the body of the Conference for adoption on Monday 
morning. Among the more important resolutions adopted were several 
dealing with the Board of Deputies, and a demand for its re-organisation 
on a democratic basis was expressed. 


Jewish Educational Foundations Criticised 


Dealing with Jewish education the Conference agreed to the following 
resolutions : 


“The present Jewish education in this country is based on wrong founda- 
tions and cannot but fail to produce a Jewish generation completely devoid of 
all interests in Jewish affairs and entirely divorced from the mam stream of 
Jewish life, culture and tradition.” peices 

[This resolution as worded means that “the pyesent Jewish education in 
this country is based on wrong foundations and is bound to fail to produce, 
fou 4 aos the intention of the Conference was to express the opposite 
eeling. 

“That the curriculum of every Jewish educational institution must be 
centred round the teaching of the Bible, of Jewish tradition, of Jewish histo 
up to the present time, modern Hebrew and the significance of the Jew 
National woues in Eretz Yisrael.” 

“ Conference approves the principle of Jewish elementary day schools as 
the best. means of ensuring an adequate Jewish education for Jewish children, 
provided that. the syllabus and spirit of the schools fulfil the requirements of 
the previous resolutions; and decides to do whatever it can to further this 
principle,” 

The Agenda in general was arranged so that the more important 
sessions of the Zionist Federation Conference, being held in the same 
building at the same time, could be attended. The whole Conference 
adjourned to the Zionist Federation Political Session and to Dr. Weiz- 
mann’s address on Sunday afternoon and evening, and to Mr. Ben 
Gurien’s address on Monday afterncon. 

On Monday evening Mr. Meir Grossman, Vice-President of the Zionist 


Organisation who has just arrived in London from America, addressed 
the F.Z.Y. Conference. 

Mr. Grossman said that the recent events in Palestine demonstrated 
beyond a shadow of doubt the need for adequate self-defence of the 
Yishuv. He pointed out how the hope of placating the Arabs by continual 
ocneessions had hopelessly failed, and demanded that Zionism should state 
quitg clearly its ultimate goal. The need for land for intensive settle- 
ment, both by Jew and Arab, could be satisfied, not by piecemeal 
purchase, but by the institution of state agrarian reform. The present 
task of the Zionist Organisation was to create new machinery im Palestine 
for organising the Yishuv in one unit. Whatever his attitude to the 
Histadrut,“he would’ never stigzest Breaking ‘it: Wut he the 
creation of a Federation of Trade Unions to lessen friction and a single 
Municipal Labour Office. He greeted with pleasure the entry of the 
Federation into political discussion, and. wished it every success alonz 
these lines.

Fatal Inter-Zionist Quarrels 
From Mr. J. A. MALCOLM 
To the Editor of Tue Jewisn 


Sir,—As an obscure but sincere friend of the Jewish people perhaps 
you will permit me to articulate some reflections that are passing through 
many anxious minds regarding the present crisis in the process of the 
reconstitution of their national home in Palestine. 

There is grave danger lest the Jews should minimise the portents 
and consequences of the anti-Jewish movement which is now no longer 
controlled by the Effendis but has assumed a sinister and popular aspect 
and is firing the imagination of their erstwhile followers with the vision 
of a vast federation of Arab states. Nor should it be ignored in this 
connection that there is much insidious sympathy with Arab aspirc- 
tions—as yet silent, because their savage manner of expressing them 
is so much to be deplored and condemned, Moreover, strange as it may 
seem, the fetish of Lawrence's ** Revolt in the Desert” makes a stronger 
appeal to people in certain quarters than the substance of the Holy 
Scriptures. 

There is generally a tendency to assume that as sometbing has not 
happened before it will not happen in the future and that by inference 
Arabs are not likely ever to unite. But it should be noted that in the past 
it was the difficulties of transport and communications across the desert 
areas which largely militated against political cohesion between the 
widely separated tribes. All the evidence, however, gocs to show that 
now Arabs are drawing together and trying to unite. 

What then, one may ask, are the Jews or rather the Zionists doing? 
After having unitedly fought and won the right to their National home in 
Palestine, we see them split into two camps; and this, so far as can be 
discerned, for no unsurmountable reason. Whatever their objects, 
grievances or differences, they obviously are unconscious of the fact that 
the widening breach between them is damaging the cause they both have 
so fervently at heart. The mavy influential non-Jewish people who 
sympathise with Jewish aspirations, hopes and fears, cannot be expected 
to understand, much less be concerned in, the ethics of the respective 
parties to avy quarrel, They can only view the unfortunate spectacle 
with disappointment and dismay, and sceptically if not regretfully wonder 
whether after all in the past they had been wise in supporting the Zionist 


Movement in the teeth of formidable hostility and fp thus gratuitously’ 


incurring the hey and resentment of Islam. 


t is earnestly to be hoped, therefore, that Zionist leaders may reflect 


and find means to compose their differences before the harm done 
becomes irreparable. Assuredly at this, which may well be the crucial 
turning-point in the modern history of Jewry, faith in the wisdom, 
patriotism and statesmanship of their leaders to rise above all partisan 
spirit will not be betrayed.

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The general situation in this, the seventh week of anarchy 
in Palestine, shows practically no signs of tmprovement Two 
steps have, however, been taken by the Government which it is 
hoped may curb the activities of the strikers. The first is the 
warning issued by the High Commissioner on Friday that tear 
gas is being held in reserve and will be used should such a step 
be necessary for the preservation of order. 

On Tuesday, the Governmeént for the first time declared 
the Arab strike illegal. Under the Palestine Defence Order-in- 
Council, a new regulation was issued, permitting the district 
commissioners to direct that all classes of shops, businesses 
and establishments which had been closed in pursuance of any 
organised or general closure measure, directed against the 
Palestine Government, should be re-opened, and that business 
should be carried on as usual, or a penalty be paid. 

Other regulations permit the arrest of agitators without 
police warrants, and imprisonment up to one year if they escape 
from the place of their detention. The manufacture of all 
explosive substances in Palestine and their import is prohibited. 
It is also stafed that if the riots continue, cafés will be closed. 

Meanwhile, THE TIMES reports extensive purchase of arms 
by Arab hooligans from Transjordan. 

Franz Borchardt, aged 59, was killed at noon on Sunday. near 
the Givat Shaul quarter in Jerusalem by a shot fired from an 
ambush. He died on the way to hospital ‘The police arrived with 
dogs which followed tracks leading to the Arab village of Lifta. 

Mr. Borchardt was a German citizen, born near Posen. He had 
been living in Palestine for two years and leaves a wife and three 
children. 

Shots were fired near Jerusalem on Monday, at a bus of the 
Egged Company, which was proceeding to Tel-Aviv. One passenger, 
Rahman Kalantaroff, a student at the Hebrew University, aged 
twenty-nine, was gravely wounded, and died shortly afterwards. 
‘T'wo other passengers were slightly wounded.

Parieying With Arab Leaders 


Sir Arthur Wauchope received the Arab Mayors of Jerusalem, 
Jaffa, Nablus, Ramleh, Lydda and Gaza on Saturday. He proposed 
the termination of the strike, whereupon the Royal Commission 
would immediately come to Palestine in order to investigate the 
unrest and to hear the Arab grievances. It is reported that the 
Mayors refused these suggestions. 

Sir Arthur Wauchope further asked them to use their influence 
to terminate the strike and to pacify the feelings in the country. 
The Mayors replied that they were ready to accede on the condition 
that the Government suspended Jewish immigration 

According toa PALCOR despatch, the economic life of the Yishuy 
continues without interruption, the supply of food is normal. work 
has not been interrupted in Tel-Aviv or Haifa and 
Haifa Harbour is proceeding with increased volume. 

According to figures obtained by Patcor from semi official 
sources 969 Arabs have been arrested, 435 of whom were convicted: 
the remainder are acquitted or are awaiting trial. 275 Jews have 
been arrested, 235 of whom were convicted. The great majority of 
Jews were arrested for breaking the curfew.

The Committee of Arab merchants and shopkeepers in Jaffa 
have published a proclamation attacking the Arab leaders who. by 
the prolongation of the strike, are causing ruin to Arab trade. ‘he 
Committee demands immediate termination of the strike. 

It is reported that 150 Arab constables met recently a! 
Jerusalem. ‘They decided to submit to the Government twelve 
demands, including full equality with the British constables, who 
should salute the Arab Inspectors; Arab constables should not be 
called upon to serve in Jewish quarters, while Jews should not serve 
in Arab quarters. The constables threatened to join the strike 
unless their demands were fulfilled. At the beginning of the 
meeting they stood in silence in memory of the Aratrs killed during 
the disturbances. 


A British constable, Robert Bird, was ambushed and killed at 
St. Stephen's Gate, in the old city of Jerusalem, last week. 

Two Arabs stoned a Mr. Abraham Fisch, aged 52, in ‘Te! 
Aviv on Monday. Mr. Fisch had to be taken to hospital, but his 
condition is not serious. According to his report, the Arabs mistook 
him for Mr. Dizengoff, the Mayor of Tel-Aviv. 

Forty Arab and Jewish communists have been banished to 
various villages where they must report to the police three times a 
day, and are forbidden to leave their houses between sunset and 
sunrise. 

The authorities have signed a contract with the Egged bus: 
Company which is to provide any number of vehicles required for 
the transport of police and troops. The authorities had previous!y 
employed an Arab transport Company, but on the protest of the 
Jewish Agency, Jews have now been engaged.

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The Administration’s Failure 


Impartially—To Criminal and Victim Alike 
SIGNS OF REBELLION GROWING 


[From our Correspondent—JernussLem, May 27th] 


It is now six weeks since the Arab strike in Palestine started, 

a period of grace that has enabled the dormant lawlessness among 
certain Arab elements to be organised and to allow, through previous 
oficial inaction, ther spread of a régime of guerilla and ambush 
throughout the country. It took five weeks before the authorities, 
awaking to the fact that a transport strike was in progress, themselves 
took the strike in hand and turned it into a lock-out: so that Arab 
rivers and car owners seeking permission to ply their vehicles had 
to apply to the Police Department instead of to the erstwhile omni- 
»otent Hassan Sidky Dajany and his strike céterie. It took five weeks 
for the Government to make up its mind that agitation, with all its 
dread impheations, was being waged by self-appointed leaders and that 
the segregation of these would be beneficial to general security. 

The two latest measures, the banishing of over a score of leaders 
to other towns, or placing them under police surveillance, and the 
inauguration of a system of car licensing control, appear to have come 
too late, however, to check the dangerous mischief which is being 
wrought up and down the whole of the country, from Gaza to Safed; 
and the “exile” of firebrands to out-of-the-way places is by no means 
as effective a step as might seem at first sight. For it merely gives 
them an opportumty of breathing their poisonous propaganda over 
a wider area. To be of any real effect, “exile” must be accompanied 
by expatriation, just as the French in 1925-26 sent humerous leaders 
abroad, and have consistently refused to allow them to return, for their 
share in the Druze nising. 

There are signs of serious rebellion in Palestine at the moment. 
The Arabs, particularly in the north, have become audacious and are 
attacking troops and police, in addition to peaceful pedestrians and 
travellers, with reckless abandon. This is the result of following an 
undiseruminating policy of toleration. With the mentality that is 
typical of the East, they have come to believe that attempts to pacify 
are admissions of weakness and ineptitude, and that the prize is theirs 
for the taking. 

Armed forays, burning of Jewish crops and property, daring 
attacks on military escorts and outlying settlements, bombing, cutting 
of telephone and telegraph wires (whereby this country has been cut 
off on several occasions not only from Cairo and the world, but also 
from its own wireless broadcasting station), are hardly compatible with 
the solemn official assurances that the Government has the situation 
well in hand. Had that been so, Jews would not be shot at and 
murdered on the highways, crops would not be set on fire, and both 
assassins and incendiaries would not be so truculent as to the outcome 
of their activity. 


Disgust at Official Attitude 
It has become an open secret in Jerusalem that many Government 
officials, both senior and junior, and even the British constable in 
the street, have been very disappointed in the political manipulations 


of the executive authority, which has persisted, though disturbed con- 


ditions are. well into their second month, in treating the sponsors of 
hooliganigm and pillage as civilised political personalities, 

A British officer of responsible and experienced standing, 
Lieut.-Col. Kisch, who gave a good part of his career to the Regular 
Army and was in the Diplomatic Service at the close of the Great 
War, finds it necessary to write to the PaLestine Post of May 22nd: 

“... As a British officer of long service, I am ashamed of 
what is taking place around me. I am, for example, humiliated 
at it being impossible to travel by car from Haifa to the capital 
without danger of being stoned at Jenin, or by rail to Tel-Aviv 
without a similar risk at Tulkarm. I am profoundly distressed 
ot the lamentable effect which such a state of affairs is having 
on British prestige in the eyes of the population, Arab and Jew 
alike, and of the outside world” (italics mine). 


Responsible Jewish authorities in Palestine both publicly and 
privately warned the Government, from ‘their past bitter experience, 
that unless nipped in the bud, the racial hostility that found expression 
at Jaffa on April 19th would have dire results unless firmly treated 
by striking at its source, the strike fomenters. 


Government Truckles to Agitators 


Even now, martial law is not indispensable to the restoration of 
normality. What is wanted of the Palestine Government and its 
chief executives is that it should return to political equilibrium, and 
regard the situation less through the roseate monocle of dilettante 
administration than with the stern scrutiny of the law-enforcer. No 
Government can be engaged on two fronts—conducting political 
negotiations and temporising with strike leaders on the one hand, and 
endeavouring to fight terrorism and vandalism fomented by the very 
same political opportunists. 

All this business of “neutrality,” as though Arabs and Jews were 
having a football match, with the Government as the complacent and 
tolerant referee, cannot be regarded as other than inimical to the 
basic interests of the land. There is a certain highly-placed British 
official at Haifa who is credited (and this incident is true) with the 
Statement that he got on well with both Jews and Arabs because 
he hated both of them. Such officials should never come to this land. 


A strong line should be drawn between “neutrality” of this sort and 
the real impartiality that can come only from a deep-rooted 
understanding and desire for the well-being of the country. 

Much has been said these days of the Jewish réle in ousting the 
Arabs. That is ridiculous: the Jewish inhabitants comprise a third 
of the entire population and own only about a fifteenth or sixteenth 
of the land. Vast areas of Arab-owned land are as mismanaged and 
uncultivated as they were two, three, and four hundred years ago. Had 
the Jews not come to develop the small areas under cultivation, and 
to stimulate Arab agriculture by the foree of their example, Palestine 
would still be a wilderness from Dan to Beersheba. 


Palestine and the Mandates Commission 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S REPORT 


GUARDED REFERENCES TO PREVENT DISORDERS 


The Permanent Mandates Commission began on Monday the 
examination of the Annual Report for 1935 of the Mandatory for 
Palestine and Transjordan, with the assistance of Mr. H. H. Trusted, 
Attorney-General of the Government of Palestine, Mr. A. 8. Kirk- 
bride, British Resident in Transjordan, and Mr. C. T. Evans, of the 
Palestine Secretariat, as accredited representatives. 

The following official communiqué has been issued at Geneva 
by the Secretariat of the League of Nations: 


Mr. Trusted made an opening statement, supplementing the’ 


Report, in which he referred to some of the economic and fiscal 
difficulties occasioned by apprehension due to political disturbance 
in Europe. Receipts continue to show a downward tendency, and 
allowance was being made for this in the preparation of the 1936-37 
estimates. Apprehension was also felt at the growing difficulties in 
securing new markets for the ever increasing citrus crops. The 
financial position of the Palestine Government gives no immediate 


‘cause for anxiety. The effect on local industries of the setback 


arising from the unsettled European situation was still noticeable. 
Jewish immigration during the first five months of the present year 


was less than the figure for the corresponding period of 1935. 


“Among public works mention was made of the new water- 
supply for Jerusalem which was now supplying water at a greatly 
reduced rate. Water-supply plans were also under consideration 
for Jaffa, Tel-Aviv and Haifa. 

“ Schemes were also under considevation for the construction of 
certain harbour improvements and extensive road constructions 
during the current financial year. 

“ As regards the unrest in Palestine, he regretted to say that it 
had not yet subsided. The establishment of order was considered 
by the Government as of Very first importance. His Majesty's 
Government would not be deflected from their policy by riots or 
threats of any kind. The British and Palestinian section of the 
police has been strengthened, and the military garrison substantially 
increased in order to deal with the present situation. Certain 
restrictive measures of the movements of agitators and strike leaders 
bad also been taken. 

“The accredited representative concluded his statement by 
referring to the statement of the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
on May 18th, 1936, when he said that an enquiry on the spot would 
be undertaken, and that after order was restored a Royal Commis- 
sion would be appointed which, without bringing into question 
the terms of the Maudate, would investigate causes of uurest and 
alleged grievances of Arabs or of Jews.’ 


The Disturbances “Sub Judice”’ 


Mr. Trusted pleaded inability to reply to questions ‘on the 
present disturbances in Palestine, or the causes leading to them, ab 
Tuesday's session of the Permanent Mandates Commission. 

He pointed out that the British Government had ordered an 
inquiry to be undertaken on the spot and under these circumstances, 
he considered all matters connected with the disturbances to ba 
sub judice. 

As the result of communications with the Colonial Office, it was 
decided on Wednesday to proceed with the examination of the report 
on Monday. Mr. Trusted will be present to assist the Commission, 


Hard Labour for a Murderer

Dr. JAMES EDWARD FREEMAN, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
Washington, headed a delegation of Christians which called upon the 
British Ambassador, Sir Ronald Lindsay, on Saturday and presented a 
petition on behalf of the Jews in Palestine. The petition expressed the 
opinion that the enlightened Christian leadership of America favoured 
larger Jewish immigration into Palestine, and expressed the need for a 
clear and definite policy on the part of the British Government,

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Covering Letter to Agency Report 
DR. WEIZMANN’S DEMANDS 


In a covering letter to the Memorandum on the Development 
of the Jewish National Home in 1935, submitted by the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine to the Permanent Mandates Commission 
(summarised in our columns last week), Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 
President of the World Zionist Organisation and the Jewish Agency, 
reviews the situation in Palestine for the past year, and formulates 
a number of demands affecting the future development of the Yishuv. 

So far as Jewish immigration is concerned, Dr. Weizmann 
points out that there has recently been a clear relative decrease in 
unemployment, which last November was estimated at 5 per cent. 
of the Jewish working class, and that economic prospects indicate 
that a certain proportion of the present unemployment would be 
re-absorbed in the near future. 

After entering a plea for the relaxation of the present stringent 
regulations now governing the admission of relatives, Dr. Weizmann 
goes on to deprecate strongly “any policy tending to restrict 
immigration on the ground that the total number of Jewish immi- 
grants which Palestine has proved capable of absorbing in any past 
year is for some reason regarded as too large. “It must be again 
emphasised,” he points out, “that the main factor creating the 
remarkable powers of absorption revealed in Palestine to-day is 
Jewish immigration itself. Limitations upon Jewish immigration 
restrict that absorptive capacity and consequently slacken the pace 
of the development of the Jewish National Home.” 

De. Weizmann submits that“ in view of the virtaal stoppage of 
illegal immigration and the reduction to very small proportions 
of the number of travellers remaining in the country without 
permission, the time has come when illegal immigrants already in 
the country might well be registered as permanent residents.” 

The proposed restrictions on the sale of land, considers the 
Jewish Agency, is unlikely to benefit the Arab agricultural population, 
as it would deprive the Arab farming community, to a large extent, 
of its most important source of capital for development. 

Instead, Dr. Weizmann advocates.” a positive policy of develop- 
ment aiming at the réduction of the farming unit by the promotion 
of intensive methods of cultivation, and at the release of land for 
Jewish colonisation. 

Referring to the Huleh Concession, he reiterates the hope that “the 
Government will make its contaibution to the success of the scheme by 
undertaking the drainage and reclamation of the lands adjoining the 
concession area, and by facilitating Jewish settlement in the whole of 
that region. 

br. Weizmann next turns to the question of Palestinian industry, 
and he proposes that the Palestine tariff system should be revised so as 
to counteract the cffects‘of “dumping.” He proposes “that a double 
tariff system be adopted comprising minimum and maximum rates, the 
tuinimum to apply to countries purchasing from Palestine goods in a 
certain minimum proportion to Palestine’s purchases from them, and the 
maximum to those whose purchases fall below that minimum proportion.” 

Dr. Weizmann also urges that the Government adopt the policy of 
increasing the number of Jéwish employees in the civil services to the 
proportion of at least one-third of the total, so as to make the personnel 
of the services reflect in some measure the racial composition of the 
country’s population, 


Subversive Literature in Jerusalem 
IN ITALIAN, ENGLISH AND ARABIC 


Manifestos in Italian have been posted on walls in the old 
city in Jerusalem declaring: “ Drive out the Jews who are the chief 
evemies of Europe and Christianity.” 

A communist manifesto in English, urging the British troops in 
Palestine to mutiny, was distributed in Jerusalem on Sunday. It 

was immediately confiscated. 

Arab leaflets were distributed in Jerusalem on Tuesday, signed 
by the terrorist band “ Lightening,” who declare that their organi- 
sation will fight all who disobey or work against the interests of 
the Arab people.

Yet the conduct of the Jews under the greatest of provocation, 
exposed to insult, insecurity and the most cowardly forms of murder (the 
romantic Civil Sercice vicw of the Arab is not alwavs borne out by facts) 
has been cxemplary,” 

‘But the present question is one that concerns Britain herself. 
Forcign propagandists have been pointing to Abyssinia and saying that 
British power is dying, that the Arab has only to ask and all will be viven 
tohim. For the sake of Britain herself as well as for the sake of justice 
the immediate task must be the restoration of order and security. And 
ho inquiry into anybody's grievances must on any account precede it.”

These include the completion of a considerable section of the Jails 
to Haifa highway, the Tul Karm-Nathbanya road, the Herz\ia 
Kalkilia station road, several feeder roads in colonies, and tlie 
widening of the road from Tel-Aviv to Petah Tikvah. Many 
necidents have occurred along this narrow highway, and it is to be 
doubled in width. Roads connecting the main highways with tle 
Haifa and Lydda airports are also to be constructed. A number o! 
dangerous corners are to be eliminated.

Associations with Bygone Days 


A LONGLIVED CELEBRITY 


ANCIENT HOUSE THAT WAS A SYNAGOGUE 
[From our Correspondent | 


Ancient buildings are being sacrificed on the altar of progress and 
civilisation, and the dwellings now in process of demolition in Butcher 
Row, Coventry, have led to some facts being brought to light of 
exceptional interest to Jews. To Mr. J. B. Shelton, the local antiquary, 
I am indebted for supplying me with the following details : The house 
shown in the photograph is of at least the thirteenth or fourteenth 
century, and is certainly the first Synagogue in Coventry. In 
later years Isaac Cohen and his wife lived there, and the meetings 
were held on the Trinity Lane bide. Isaac lived to be 107, and his 
wife to be 101. He was a Sergeant-Major in the Prussian Armies 
during the Wars of Frederick the Great, and when living here 
was a trunk maker. He had one son, known by some living to-day, 
who was In the watch trade in Coventry. From 1874 to 1881, P. 
Cohen, the son, lived in Oxford Terrace, Chapel Fields, where the 
watch trade was largely carried on. The key of the house is in the

With this tepupe 
Cohen’s daughter was the leading actress, and she was generally known by 
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the title of ‘Fair Rosamund.’ She was tall and of good appearance, and she 
ultimately married a Mr. Jacobs. When a procession was held in Coventry 
in 1832 to celebrate the passing of the Reform Act, Miss Cohen took the part 
ol Bntannia. There used to be a tradition—I have no knowledce whether it 
be true—that one member of the Cohen family fought at Waterloo with 
Blucher’s army. When I was a lad, there was still a relative of the family 
living who was a gold-watch casemaker, and who observed the tenets of his 
faith with the utmost strictness, This last fact was impressed on my juvenile 
mind by the fact that he was very kindly to children, and I remember him 
xiving me a piece of what I believe was a Passover cake of great richness 
and some unleavened bread, at the same time telling the ages old story of 
the departure of the Hebrews from Egypt. When you come to think of it, 
it is very curious that so little is known of the history of the Jews in Coventry. 
At the neighbouring town of Warwick, the name of Jury (Jewry) Street, 
leading up to the Eastgate by the Castle, still testifies to their numbers in 
the county town during olden times, but at Coventry there seems little trace 
of them. It seems likely that Cohen’s house was just east of the shoe- 
repairing establishment at the corner of Priory Row and Butcher Row, for the 
description of ‘obscure little tenement’ hardly fits one of the bigger houses. 
At that time they would be the houses of substantial citizens.” 


In the Coventry Stranparp of 1889, Henry C. Wilkins. wrote his 
unpressions of a tour of all the dissenting places of worship in Coventry. 
The articles are bound in a book called ‘‘ Unorthodox Coventry,’” 


or “Wanderings Beyond the Church,” and is in the possession of Mr. 
J. B. Shelton. One of the articles states : 


“In Coventry we are able to trace back Synagogue worship to the 
beginning of the present century, and probably it has been held for a much 
longer period, without, however, there being any record of the fact. The 
earliest place of assembly I have been able to discover was in Trinity Passage, 
on premises of Mr. Cohen, an ancestor of Mr. Phillip Cohen, and that carries 
history to the period named. After that, the Synagogue was off Derby Lane 
and Trimity Churchyard, and subsequently a removal was made to Fleet 
Street, then to an upper room specially erected up. Court 16, Spon Street. 
The Community did not come into the front street until 1870, or, to give the 
date of the Jewish year, 5630—when the Synagogue in Barras Lane was put 
up. Time was when Jews were a larger Congregation than they now are; 
numbers and personal liberality were needed to put up the Synagogue. Their 
aivent into the city was due, it is believed, to the watch trade, and the date 
of the introduction of that industry coincides with the known history of local 
Judaism. Twenty years since, the Congregation assembling on Saturday 


wenld often number fifty men and lads; the watch trade has declined of late, 
the Jews also.” 


It is appropriate that the P. Cohen who is. mentioned as the son 
of Isaac Cohen should have been among that self-sacrificing band of 
workers who were responsible for the erection of the present Syna- 
gogue in Barras Lane, consecrated by the then Chief Rabbi in 1870. 
In the first minute book of the Coventry Hebrew Congregation occurs 
the following :

“At a meeting of the members held the 20th day of September, 1868, 
Mr. P. Cohen was in the Chair.” He also contributed £50 towards the Burial 
Ground, which had become “a matter of urgent necessity owing to the 


considerable inconvenience and expense involved in burying their dead in 
Birmingham.”

TewisH COOKERY 
Salads (Continued) 


The following substantial salads are suitable for serving as the main 
course for luncheon or supper. 


Lamb and Mint Salad 
TAKE some cold cooked lamb, remove all skin and gristle and cut into 
fine and even shreds, mix with a little diced cucumber and cooked new 
potatoes and season with sait and pepper. Moisten with French dressing 
and mix lightly. Shred some lettuce and put it in the bottom of a bowl, 
sprinkle with finely chopped mint and beap up the meat mixture on top. 
Add a border of shredded lettuce and garnish with tomato or beetroot. 


Sardine Salad 


Tin of boneless sardines. 
One large lettuce. 
Two eggs. 


Spring onions. 
Oiland vinegar. 
Cooked potatoes, 
Tomatoes. 


Boi. the eggs hard and cut into quarters. Shred the lettuce, cut up 
three or four spring onions very thinly and slice the potatoes. Put the 
lettuce in a bowl, sprinkle with the chopped onions and dress with oil and 
vinegar seasoned with salt and pepper. Heap up the sardines in tho 
centre ; put a ring of potato around. Garnish with tomato and quarters of 
hard-boiled egg. 


Rice Salad 


Cooked rice, 1 breakfastcupful. Two large tomatoes. 
Sait or smoked beef, 4 ozs. ‘Two hard-boiled eggs. 
Spring onions. French dressing. 


COOK the rice quite dry as for curry. Cut the beef into small dice 
and mix with the rice, adding a few finely chopped onions, with salt and 
pepper to taste. 

Dress with French dressing and heap up in a bowl. Chop the eggs 
finely ; sprinkle over the salad and garnish with a border of tomatoes cué 
into thin slices. 


Cheese Salad 


SHRED one or more lettuces finely and put a layer in a bow] and sprinkle 
liberally with grated cheese; continue the layers until you have the 
required quantity. Garnish with sliced tomatoes and hand French 
dressing separately. 

If a more substantial dish is required, cut some hard-boiled eggs in 
halves and arrange in a circle on top; but if sufficient cheese is used this 
is an excellent dish without, especially if eaten with brown bread and 
butter, 


Cream Cheese Sa‘ad 
MIX six ounces or more of cream cheese with salt and pepper; add 
half-a-dozen stoned and chopped olives (or a few chopped gherkins) and 
form the mixture into®little balls. Put some shredded lettuce tossed in 
French dressing in the bottom of a bowl; arrange the cheese balls oa top 
and garnish with sliced tomato. . 
Egg and Tongus Tartare 
CUT some cold tongue into the required number of rounds (about two- 
and-a-half inches in diametér) and boil balf the number of eggs hard. 
On top of each round of tongue place a slice of tomato, and on top of this 
half an egg with the yolk side down. Coat the egg with tartare sauce 
(which is mayonnaisé sauce with a little chopped gherkin, capers and 
parsley added), Garnish with a border of watercress, 


Lyonnaise Salad 
Macaroni (cooked), 6 ozs. L&ttuce. 
Smoked cod fillet (cooked), 4 Ib. Two hard-boiled eggs. 
Mayonnaise, 1 gill. Chopped parsley. 
Tarragon vinegar, 3 teaspoonfuls. Seasoning. 

CuT the macaroni into short lengths. Remove the skin from the fish 
ami flake it. Mix these two together; season with salt and pepper, 
sprinkle over the tarragon vinegar and moisten with the mayonnaise. 
Heap up on a bed of shredded lettuce, garnish with quarters of hard- 
boiled egg, and sprinkle with finely chopped parsiey.

CHIEF RABBIS CIRCULAR LETTER 

The Chief Rabbi has addressed a letter to the Ministers and 
Honorary Officers of the Synagogues in the Metropolis under his juris- 
diction, sohciting their support for the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday 
Fund. 

The annual collection for the Hospitals and Dispensaries of 
London, the Chief Rabbi points out, has been fixed for the 4th inst., 
and he recommends that a circular letter be sent before that date to 
every seatholder soliciting his donation to the Fund. Dr. Hertz suggests 
that on Saturday, the 13th inst., Ministers should plead the cause of 
these charities in a special sermon.

“I earnestly trust,” says Dr. Hertz, in conclusion, “ that every 
member of your Congregation will endeavour to render the collection 
worthy alike of the excellent object for which it is destined—the relief 
of suffering humanity—and of the spint of genuine benevolence for 
which our Community has happily ever been famed.”

Greenbank Drive Synagogue and the “ Opposition Shool” 


[Prom our Correspondent} 


In view of the correspondence which appeared recently in the 
columns of Tae Jewitsa CHRONICLE in connection with the building 
of two new Synagogues in this city, I have discussed the question 
vith members of both the Greenbank and Childwall! Congregations, 
and made personal investigations into certain strongly disputed aspects 
of the case relating to distances, population, ete. The Greenbank 
Drive Synagogue (the fotundation-stone of which will be laid very 
-hortly) 1s the outcome of the desire of the present Hope Place Syna- 
-ogue for many years to move its premises to a local that would more 
onveniently cater for a population that was steadily moving out 
towards the east section of the city. 

The Childwall District Congregation was fornied some nine months 
ago, with an approximate membership of seventy. The present 
premises consist of a small room over a block of shops in the Childwall 
Valley Road. The Committee has acquired a site at the junction of 
Dunbabin Road and Queen's Drive, but no building contract has yet 
heen placed. In view of the attitude of the Greenbank Drive Com- 
muttee that the building of another Synagogue in the district would 
not be in the best interests of the two Congregations, or the Liverpool 
Jewish Community generally, a meeting of representatives of both 
bodies was held recently. At this meeting, the Greenbank Drive 
Committee made certaim proposals to the Childwall delegates, which 


embraced an offer to help in the building of a Synagogue in Childwall. 


at such time when the increasing Jewish population made it necessary, 
but that until then Childwall should lend its influence to the support- 
ing of the Greenbank Drive project. 

These proposals were submitted to a special meeting of the 
inembers of the Childwall Congregation and _ rejected by a large 
majority. At a further meeting of the Congregation, it was decided 
that building operations should not begin for a period of twelve 
months. Four members of the Executive of eight were in favour of 
amalgamation with Greenbank Drive, on the grounds of desiring no 
breach of communal unity. 

The actual distance between the sites of the two Synagogues is 
oné-and-a-half miles, the Jewish population between them being 
approximately 200 fanuhes, which includes the entire Childwall district. 
I would mention that the proposals of the Greenbank Drive Com- 
mittee also embrace the carrying on of the Childwall Congregation as 
at present constituted for those people who are not within reach of 
the Greenbank Drnve Synagogue. The number of such people is 
approximately thirty famulies. 

Taking into consideration the foregoing facts, it appears to be 
clear that there can be no real necessity for a Synagogue of the type 
visualised by the Childwall Congregation for several years, and that 
the establishment of such a Synagogue must prove prejudicial to the 
success of the Greenbank Drive project, which, it is hoped, incidentally, 
will prove the centre-point of an eventual Liverpool United Synagogue. 


Shechita Problems 
LOCAL PROPOSALS REJECTED BY LONDON BOARD 


For many years past, approximately one-third of London's 
Shechita has been carried out in Liverpool, during which time the 
Liverpool Shechita Board has made a reasonable profit. In 1935, 
however, there was a definite falling-off in the income from London 
Shechita, the actual difference between that year and the previous 
year, 1934, being as follows :

From these figures, it will be seen that there is a difference in the 
incomes for the two years of £456. The figures for the first quarters of 
the years 1934-5-6 are as follows:

From April Ist to date, there has been a further decrease of 
income of £66 as against the corresponding period of 1935. 

In view of the above quoted figures, an interview was held on 
April 29th between representatives of the Liverpool and London 
Boards. It was requested by the former that the cost of London 
Shechita should be secured by means of a definite sum of £5,200, plus 
a profit of Is. 6d. per head for oxen, and 6d. per head for sheep, for 
local administration. As an alternative to this request, 1t was sug- 
gested by the Liverpool representatives that the London Board should 
take over control of their Shechita carried out in Liverpool, by 
re-engaging the Shochetim and Shomerim engaged by Liverpool on 
their behalf on the instructions of Rabbi Levitta, of London. 

The first proposal was immediately rejected by Mr. Landau, 

President of the London Board. A letter was later received by the 
Liverpool Boatd from London, in which they offered to pay 6s. 6d. 
per head for oxen and 9d. for sheep, without the deduction of £520 
for the London Supervisor. 
_ A further letter was sent from Liverpool, pointing out that it was 
impossible to carry on further on such a basis, as the losses were 
inereasing week by week, but suggesting that they were prepared to 
accept a sum of 7s. 6d. per head for oxen and Ils. per head for sheep, 
net. This offer was also rejected by London. 

In view of these facts, it was thought absolutely necessary to 
terminate Shechita for London, and notice of this has accordingly 

n communicated to London, which notice will take effect as and 
from to-day (June 5th). Notice of termination of employment has 


also been given to the seven Shochetim and five Shomerim engage: | 
specifically for London Shechita on the instructions of Rabbi Levitta.

Although he has only been up at Cambridge (St. John’s College) since 
October, 1935. Mr. F. S. Glassow, who is .just over nineteen years of age, 
is showing good form in athletics, and it is anticipated that he will be 
selected to represent his college before 
long (writes a correspondent). Born in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, Glassow (who is a son 
of Mr. 8. Glassow, of Lansdowne Crescent, 
Gosforth) at the age of ten, won two free 
scholarships to Rutherford College and the 
Royal Grammar School, and he chose the 
latter. He was captain of his school 
“onder 14” Rugby team, and for two 
successive years played at scrum-half for 
Northumberland County “under 14” team, 
Later he played for four years for the 
Grammar School House team (there were 
800 boys in the school), and from 19352 to 
1935 he played for the School XV at scrum- 
half. During his first year, he was awarded 
his school colours, and captained both the 
Hiouse and School Rugby XV's in his last 
year. He has played for the “ Old Novos ” 
team during the vacation. 

From 1931 to 1935, Glassow played for 
the School Tennis six,” being awarded 
his colours in 1931. He was captain of the House tennis side for three 
years and of the School tennis side for two years. In the Northumber- 
land Junior County Championships he reached the semi-final of the 
singles, and was one of the winning doubles pair. In his last year at 
school he played cricket for the first eleven. For three years he played 
chess for the school team, and was Secretary of the team, and on one 
occasion he reached the final of the Northumberland Junior Chess 
Championships. 

At Cambridge, he played in the Freshers’ Seccer Trial match, and in 
three games for the Cambridge University Falcons.

The long holiday account is closing in a firm manner, and although 
business continues of limited proportions, most transactions are of 
« buying character. Iron and steel shares are attractang more atten- 
tion. This is due to increased steel prices ard the favourable reports 
and dividend statements which have recently come to hand. The 
John Brown dividend of 1s. a share, tax free, on the 6s. ordinary shares 
exceeded market expectations, and resulted in a substantial advance 
in the price of the shares. The Burntisland Shipbuilding and Harland 
and Wolff results for last vear also showed encouraging progress.

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“My Son's My Son—” 
D. H. Lawrence Play at the Playhouse 


The manuscript of this play was left by the late D. H. Lawrence. 
-ompleted as to two acts and roughly drafted as to the third. The 
work has been finished by Mr. Walter Greenwood, of “Love on the 
Dole” fame. Taking into consideration the extreme difficulty of 
‘ollowing on a literary process started by such a highly individualistic 
waster as Lawrence, Mr. Greenwood is certainly to be congratulated 
‘or having done so well. : 

_ It is difficult to free one’s mind of the pre-knowledge that at the end 
f Act IL Lawrence ends and Greenwood takes up. But even allowing 
‘or this, I think it can be said that at that juncture there is a variation 
in character, a tightening of the dramatic movement, a concentration on 
rrcumstances rather than on that deep dark mystery which obsessed 
Lawrence and which in this play is examined in a relationship which 
fascinated that genius, the relationship of mother and sons. 

The vigorous and utterly true feeling, so characteristic of Lawrence. 
- fully present in this play. The characters, at any rate for the first two 
acts, are utterly believeable, even though—perhaps this is a very persona! 
opinien—they have a certain intrinsic objectionableness. The story is 
of a widow and her two sons in a North of England mining centre. Thev 
both work down in the pits, and both have been absolutely drained of 
all self-reliant personality by the super-powerful character of their mother. 
When one marries, the mother hates the wife and rejoices in the failure 
of the match. Meanwhile, she clings with greater subtlety and tenacity 
to the soul of her last unmarried boy. The play grips the attention 
throughout. As I say, personally I don’t like the people’ individually, 
but the power of the mother theme, the intense dramatic possibility which 
the deep, unarguable forces present, and the never dachunled dramatic 
strength developed in these fairly ordinary surroundings holds the interes: 
unwaveringly. It strikes straight through, as immediately and inescapably 
important, 

There is a certain amount of easy humour in the play which is 
outspoken and frank in its references to the great facts of life and 
generation, and faithfully reproduces the attitude of such people to these 
inatters. There 1s beautiful acting by Louise Hampton, as the mother, 
and by Gyles Isham, as the failure of a husband, and by Valentine 
Dyall, whom the mother has rendered a spineless lout by her all- 
possessiveness.

“Boy Meets Girl” 
RIOTOUS SATIRE ON HOLLYWOOD 


With that particular pungency that seems the distinguishing gift 
of a certain style of American satire, the authors of this nmotous assault 
on the American film capital, its personnel and methods, set to work 
to drown the whole business of life-falsification which is known as 
cinema, in a torrent of dersive laughter. 

The story of this play at the Shaftesbury Theatre soon loses what 
importance it ever had as aspect after aspect of Hollywood methods are 
attacked with a satirical method which, however savage and unrestrained, 
is never lacking in edge and is always wielded with a direct aim and 
always lands on a point for merriment. Many may feel that, after all is 
said and done, all Hollywood’s products cannot be classed in the universal 
mould: **Boy meets girl. Boy loses girl. Boy gets girl.’’ In other words, 
that something a little better than the gross barbarism, the fatuousness 
and the impertinent contempt for the show-public’s intelligence, clothed 
in the shoddiest covering of information, must be discoverable in the 
Ameriean Movie Industry. But that need not spoil the enjoyment of this 
exceedingly funny play. What it lacks in story, drama, form and charac- 
terisation 1t makes up for in the sheer effrontery of the absurdity of the 
‘dialogue, the reckless audacity of situation, and the nimble-witted super- 
ficiahty of its figures who are types, but types the essential mdiculousness 
of which, their pettiness and childish conceit, are a feast of amusement to 
watch. There are lines, especially those said by the incredibly asinine 
Susie, which are little treasures of imbecility in a sub-normal brain 
equipped with the means of expression. : 

The cast, which is largely American, carries off this joyous imperti- 
nence with tremendous success. The rapid characterisation, the sugges- 
tion of high-speed existence unhampered with a second thought, the 
general air of fluster and rush, is perfectly achieved. The principal 
English character is noticeably over-sunplified. So perhaps-—well, some 
things are too good to be true. 


“Glamorous Night” at the Coliseum

Twice nightly at the Coliseum, Mr. Ivor Novello’s great Drury 
Lane musical show can be seen by all who have a taste for a feast of 
spectacle and some of the most ingenious scenic representations that 
one could imagine.

“The King's Leisure” 
MAJESTY OFF PARADE 


Possibly Miss Edith Saville and Mr. John Carlton, the authors of 
this play at Daly’s Theatre, felt that it was time audiences had a 
little relief from the realism which always thinks in terms of inside 
out, which always turns the worst face to London. This would explain 
why they have contrived to disti] such a quantity of undiluted charm 
into events and persons as unreal as one could possibly imagine wearing

For we have a king of some country unspecified, discovered incognito 
wearing the ungainly natne of Plumpton, but wearing it with such dignity 
hedging round his figure that the punctilio of court would be forced from 
the venest churl. And then what a dear benign fellow he is, stepping in 
at the mght time to save chivalrous, but misguided and exploited, old 
school tie, from unscrupulous and very vVampy young adventuress. In tho 
climax, so gently reached that the theft of a hundred-pound note from 
ari outspoken peer scarcely Caiees rcore than a ruftle on the pleasant 
social surface, comes the King’s own beautifully delicate love passage 
with a channing widow so faultless in her command of dialogue that the 
encounter is hke an exhibition in the Wimbledon centre court, with both 
parties determined the other shall unobtrusively win. 

Herein lies the charm and the possible objection to the piece. 
Everything happens and everybody speaks aathough the royal writ ran in 
the halls of fate. But it is all undeniably charming, and suave and 
delicately witty, and so polite in its essence that there simply has to be 
an outspoken peer to show by contrast the perfect tone in other quarters. 
A host, a solemn dog of a fellow, seems to be looking about for a nice 
farce to get himself into: and the very nice girl, whom the King takes 
care shall marry old school tie, could heroine any really nice English film. 
For a dainty meal of entertainment one could scarvely ask for more. 
There is Paul Cavanagh, kinging it with a relish and faifly sweeping up 
feminine hearts, even with the encumberant incognito of Plampton. 
There is Alexander Archdale, acting extraordinarily well as old school tie, 
all chivalrous and right down decent. Then there is Helen Haye. wh» 
could spread the aurn of goo! tone even over a publhean’s beanfeast. 
gowned superbly and fairly exuding the sort of charm that makes one glad 
to set eyes on her. Michael Shepley contributes a roast-beef peer, who 
acts as a breeze when the atmodsphere becomes too scented: Jeanne Stuart 
suggests no limit to wickedness with blonde hair; and there are Nora 
Swinburne, softly and deeply loving as the widow choice. of the rova! 
favour; Kynaston Reeves, worthy of a better part than that of our host 
the bore; and Jane Welsh, correctly suggesting such a thoroughly nice 
wirl. This is certainly the best side of Ruritania, and, as is often the case, 
it us not without honour outside that theatrically invaluable country. 


LIGHT FRENCH COMEDY AT THE EMBASSY 
_ Itis all very well to decry the stock in trade of the French comedy 
writer, but let us generously adnmut that with matenal whieh is 
thoroughly well known he nevertheless manages a hght evening of 
entertainment that amuses an audience not. too accustomed to this 
stvle ot thing and which honestly sets out to do no more. 

But this present very hght French comedy at the Embassy is notabie 
because it introduces to the London public il comedy actress of very 
exceptional talent. Tanzi Cutava is a Rumanian actress whose gnp of 
English is still far from perfect. But in the Jeading role in this trifle 
she shows beyond coubt that im a very short tume she will have no excuse 

or rather we shall have no excuse— for her not being among the really 
high category of comediennes in this country. Her accent, still a tnfle 
obstructing, is maturing into something exceedingly pretty. She has loads 
of personality and has a very finished and unobtrusive technique. In her 
present part she can at tunes assume the gamine in a way not unht to 
remind one of a Bergner. She has the power of suggesting im action and 
expression and pose the swiftly changing and contradictory souffle ot 
emotion of which light comedy is conmrposed. And above all she has a 
most attractive reserve of charm. Surely these qualities are as rare as 
they are delightful. She was~wise to introduce herself to London in a 
piece of slight value, for it should enable her to estimate the emotional! 
responsiveness of an English audience with no serious results where the 
experiment proves negative. Other members of the cast who make very 
pleasing work out of far from first-class material are Bruce Carfax, as a 
frank and likeable young lover; Ben Webster, playing the gallant old 
French Comte with understandable diffidence ; George Howe as the usuai 
French bailiff; and Aubrey Dexter as the stock French capitalist. A 
superb piece of acting is provided by Phillip Leaver, as the discreet waiter 
in an aristocratic rendezvous.
